Edmonton, March 26 


This week the main conce n of the 
House has been the finishing of the 
estimates and the- reading of various 
bills. 

Estimates for several departments 
have been comp'eted; the following 
wi 1 be of interest to many citizens: 
Agriculture $800,000; Health, $3,300- 
000; Education, $4,600,000; Public 
Works $2,300,000. Most of these show 
inrr ases. part cularly agriculture 
and health. 

The bill to establish a Frerch-Cana- 
dian Society, met with a stormy re¬ 
ception. This was aggravated by the 
announcement that the C B C. had 
under consideration the granting of 
licenses to a number of French broad¬ 
casting stations in Western Canada. 
S'nce the Alberta Government has 
been refused a commercial license for 
the Unive-sitv station for some time 
it was felt that to grant any other 
station a license in Edmonton would 
be a discrimination against the gov¬ 
ernment's appFcat'on. I feel that the 
passing of this Act wou’d be a very 
definite step in the wrong direction as 
it would only serve to further accen- 
tu t° differences of rac* and religion 
which have already caused so much
